Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed subject invention is not limited to practical 
application. Viewed as a whole, the claimed invention is merely sampling, selecting the 
samples, forming of statistical function, dividing the samples, and repeating the steps. It 
does not impart any function to the "blindly extracting a broadband signal from the 
narrowband signal" recited in the preamble. 

It should be noted that the preamble of the claim is not given weight unless it is reflected 
in the body of the claim. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent numbers 5,671,247 and 6,816,539 issued to Souissi et 
al. and Rog disclose a receiver having means for suppressing narrowband signal from 
the received broadband signal.
